went by way of Minneapolis and 
Montreal, taking the ©. P. R. 
steamer Montrose on the 18th for 
Liverpool and Antwerpen. The 
sail was very pleasant and the 
weather was fine, there being only 
two hours fog the entire voyage. 
Mr. Swoboda was not at all sick, 
but Mrs. Swoboda was indisposed 
for three days. ‘They were on the 
water fourteen days. The Mont- 
rose is one of the largest vessels on 
the Atlantic owned by the com- 
pany being 461 feet long, 52 teet 
wide and 31 feet deep. It averag- 
ed 124 knots per hour for the voy- 
age. This vessel had in freight 
about 8,500 tons and 42 passengers. 
The freight consisted of 1,081 cat. 
tle for the English markets; 21,786 
boxes cheese; 7 cars of lumber,; 
7,716 tubs of butter; 1,113 tins of 
meat of 100 lbs each; 1,500, 290 lb 
sacks of flour; 74,978 bushels of 
wheat; 25,379 bushels of corn; 310 
bales of leather of 400 lbs each;
